Farm In Nation 


Located In Virginia, It Has All 
The Modern Ap­ 
pliances 


(International NTcus Service) 
W A S H I N G T O N — Under the 
rough-hewn, oak-beamed ceiling of 
the loft on an old Virginia farm, 
where such notables at Gen. Robert 
E. Lee and Gen. Stonewall Jackson 
on^e slept, a modern electric air 
conditioner 
now 
operates besides 
:he aged four-poster bed. and such 
fancies as electric curling iron, elec­ 
tric hair dryer, and fans 
to say 
nothing of radio and electric lights, 
offer vivid contrasts with the past. 
In the kitchen, alongside the gi­ 
ant fireplace with its swinging crane 
lined with heavy iron pots and ket­ 
tles, are ranged a modem electric 
stove, 
refrigerator, mixing 
bowls, 
dish washer and dryer, grill, toaster, 
coffee urn, all operated by electric­ 
ity. 
For this 200-year-old log farm­ 
house on the Leesburg pike, 29 miles 
from here, has been transformed in­ 
to the first thoroughly modern, all­ 
electric farm home in the country, 
and with the house, the entire farm 
has been electrified as far as mod­ 
ern electric development goes. 
There are electric corn shellers. 
feed crushers and feed mixers in the 
feed shed adjoining the big. con­ 
crete floored dairy barn where the 
70 milk cows 011 J. M. Hughes’ dairy 
farm yield their milk through elec­ 
tric machines, to the tune of a radio, 
while great, fans keep ventilation at 
a maximum. 
Turned out to pasture, the cows 
are kept in the proper enclosure by 
a single strand of barbed wire, but 
if they so much as brush agains; 
that wire they get a mild shock that 
sends them back 
Even the tiny chicks are kept at 
the right temperature 
under 
an 
electric brooder. And the farmhands 
are summoned to dinner not by the 
old-time dinner bell, but by a mod­ 
ern electric siren. 
All this has been made an offi­ 
cial display, following dedication of 
the all-electric farm by Secretary 
of the Interior Harold L. Ickes,

er conference. Rural electrification 
; administrator Morris L. Cooke, Gov.

Indian Tribes 


Ask Indemnity 


For Lost Land 


(International News Service) 
MALTA, Mont.— The 
Chippewa 
and Cree tribes of northern Mon­ 
tana are about to present the United 
States government with the largest 
claim ever made by Indians for com­ 
pensation for lands assertedly taken 
from them illegally. 
Representatives of 2,000 members 
of the two tribes adopted resolu­ 
tions declaring that the entire ter­ 
ritory betw’een North Dakota and 
the main range of the Rocky moun­ 
tain, north of the Missouri river 
and extending to the Canadian bor­ 
der belongs to them as a reservation 
set aside by an executive order of 
July 5, 1873. 
The demands include 10 cents per 
acre per year from November 1899, 
w’hen Montana became a state, until 
such time as the claim is settled; 
one-eighth royalty in all mineral 
and natural resources in perpetuity, 
land enough to provide homes for 
all their people, and the voiding of 
the treaty of 1855 with the Black- 
feet Indians, on the grounds that 
the land assigned as a common 
hunting ground was then the prop­ 
erty of 
the Cree and Chippewa 
tribes.

( Tntf-rn«tl o n a l N'itts S e r v i c e ) 
SAN FTtANCICCO—The Sanita­ 
tion battle“ of the United States 
government in the Panama Canal 
Zone prior to the digging of the 
canal not only wiped out the scourge 
of yellow fever, but also made a 
great cut in the incidence of lep- 
rosy, according to a report published 
today by Dr. H. H. Anderson, clini­ 
cal professor of pharmacology at the 
University of California and widely 
known authority on leprosy. 
Dr. Anderson recently completed 


a study of leper colonies in Central 
and South American countries. 
Of 320 lepers admitted during the 
I past 30 years to the Palo Seco lep­ 
rosarium near Balboa, only three 
gave their birthplace as the Canal 
Zone. Dr. Anderson reported. 
The Palo Seco colony is under the 
jurisdiction of the health depart­ 
ment of the Panama Canal admin- 
. istration. 
Gorgas hospital, center 
of the colony, is named in honor of 
the American general who directed 
the sanitary cleanup which made 
the Canal Zone safe for construc- 
; tion workers. 
| 
In more than 20 years not a single 
case of leprosy has appeared among 
attendants at the colony, according 
to Dr. Anderson’s report.
